greatest fire soared to at least 83 tonight, the cause of mysterious 
blasts which converted the East Ohio Gas Company’s liquid gas tanks 
into giant lethal flame-throwers apparently was locked in smoldering 


ruins. 
Officials said about 100 persons 
who worked or lived in the vicin- 
ity of the blasts still were missing, 
| while 165 injured were confined 
to hospitals. Nearly 100 others 
were treated for minor injuries at 


hospitals and released. Investiga- 
tors said many of the missing were 
expected to be located at homes of 
friends and relatives.

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# Allied Sweep East of Aachen 
— Shoves Nazis Back 15. 


Antwerp Channel 
Nearing Clearance 


SHAEF, Paris, Sunday, Oct. 22.—(UP)—German forces 
retreated toward a new defense line on the Roer river 15 
miles east of fallen Aachen Saturday while two Allied armies 
converged on the enemy pockets commanding the Schelde 
estuary into Antwerp, clearance of which means final vic- 


tory in a matter of weeks. 


The British Second Army, in a¢ 


lightning five-mile dash westward, 
linked up with Canadian troops on 
the Roosendahl canal 14 miles 
north of Antwerp to tighten the 
noose on possibly 20,000 enemy 
troops in the Schelde estuary area. 

The commander of the Aachen 
garrison, Col. Gerhardt Wilck, be- 
latedly surrendered with 600 of 
his men at a point just west of 
the city where they had held out 
after Lt. Gen. Courtney H. 
Hodges’ doughboys completed the 
mop-up of Charlemagne’s old cap- 
ital Friday. 


Under a’ thundering barrage 
from all types of guns, the main 
German defense force in the 
Aachen area, frustrated in more 
than a score of counterattacks de- 
signed to break the siege, was re- 
ported pulling out to the northeast 
toward emergency defenses before 
the Rhine. 

The Americans immediately fol- 
lowed up the withdrawal, and 
*| drove half a mile eastward from 
the Wuerselen area, thyee miles 
above Aachen—their first advance 
in that direction since the siege 
arc was first tmrust around 
Aachen nearly a month ago.

Commission 
To Hear Rules 


For Carriers 


With credit association shippers 
claiming motor carriers are slow 
about turning in cash-on-delivery 
payments and their shipments are 
endangered by the financial in- 
stability of some motor companies, 
the Georgia Public Service Com- 
mission has scheduled a hearing 
to consider rules to provide better 
protection. 

Chairman Walter McDonald yes- 
terday summoned all motor’ car- 
riers of property operating under 
Classes A, B and E certificates of 
convenience and necessity, and un- 
der Class G registration permits, 
to appear before the commission 
Monday, October 30, and show 
cause why the commission should 
not amend its rules. 

The Georgia Association of 
Credit Men, Inc., asked the com- 
mission to ban the operation of 
any carrier that is not solvent and 
does not have sufficient nét worth 
‘and insurance coverage to provide 
adequate protection for both the 
shippers and the public. It asked 
that the. commission require the 
carriers to post a $5,000 bond to 
cover all C. O. D. shipments, in- 
stead of the bond of $1,000 as now 
required. It asked that the car- 
riers be required to carry cargo 
insurance sufficient to cover the 
value of any likely cargo. The 
present cargo insurance require- 
ment is $1,000. It also asked that 
the carriers be required to have 
terminal insurance adequate to 
cover value of shipments likely to 
be stored in terminals or depots 
at any one time. 

The association said some car- 
riers were flagrantly late in re- 
mitting C. O. D. payments to ship- 
pers—some delaying it for four 
months, while the rules require 
remittance in 10 days. The asso- 
ciation said it sometimes takes five 
or six months to collect claims for 
overcharge, loss or damages.

To Write for 
Constitution 


Thomas L, Stokes, Pulitzer Prize 
winner who began his newspaper 
career in Atlanta, is now writing 
his first syndicated Washington 
column, which will appear daily 
in The Constitution beginning to- 
morrow. 


Stokes held his first newspaper 
job on The Atlanta Journal while 
he was attending the University 
of Georgia. A native of Atlanta, 
he worked on a number of news- 
papers in Georgia before joining 


. | the Washington staff of the United 


Press, and, in 1933. the Washing- 
ton staff of the Scripps-Howard 
Newspaper Alliance, 


His column has been syndicated 
by United Features Syndicate. In 
accordance with Stokes’ request, 
‘the feature will appear in Atlanta 
in The Constitution. 

In a poll conducted among 
Washington correspondents by the 
Saturday Review of Literature, 
Stokes’ colleagues named him “the 
capital correspondent doing the 
best all-round job in terms of re- 
liability, fairness and ability to 
analyze the news.” 


WPA VOTE SCANDAL 


Stokes’ investigation of a WPA 
vote scandal in Kentucky in 1938 
resulted in a series of articles that 
earned him the Pulitzer Prize for 
“the most distinguished example 
of reportorial work” in that year. 
The series also played an impor- 
tant part in the enactment of fed- 
eral legislation against political 
use of relief funds. 


Two other stories by Stokes also 
resulted in congressional investi- 
gations. These concerned Senator 
Pepper’s attempt to have an 
asphalt contract at Elgin Field 
Florida, transferred from the low 
bidder to the Pan-American Oil 
Company, and Tommy Corcoran’s 
political influence racket with 
government agencies in Washing- 
ton, In the latter story Stokes 
revealed that Corcoran had 
brought pressure on Attorney Gen- 
eral Biddle, his close friend, “to 
ease up in the antitrust terms for 
Sterling Products Company, a drug 
concern tied up\closely with the 
Nazi I. G. Farbenindustrie.” 

In Washington, Stokes has cov- 
ered the White House, both houses 
of congress and the departments. 

He made a trip through the 
south in 1935 to write about chea 
industries which moved  sout 
from the east and midwest in or- 
der to avoid good labor laws and 
to take advantage of the almost 
complete lack of protective laws 
in the southern states.

Other trips have taken him to 
South America on a goodwill tour 
with President-elect Hoover in

WASHINGTON, Oct. 21.—(UP) 
Secretary of Labor Frances Per- 
kins is studying plans for postwar: 
“revitalization” of her department 
and expects to be on the job to 
carry them out, it was learned to- 
night. 


The program calls for return to 
labor of the U. S. Employment 
Service, now under the War Man- 
power Commission, transfer of the 
National Labor Relations Board 
into the departmem, absorption of 
some of the mediation and arbi- 
tration services of the War Labor 
Board as voluntary adjuncts to the 
conciliation service, and expan- 
sion of social security to include 
peace-time maternity benefits, ad- 
ministered by the Children’s Bu- 
reau, similar to the plan now 
operating for wives of service- 
men. 

Miss Perkins’ ideas will be in- 
corporated in her annual report to 
congress which she is now draft- 
ing. Most of the reorganization 
could be carried out by executive 
order of President Roosevelt, it 
was believed. 7 


Miss Perkins told reporters last 
week that the war labor agencies 
were created quickly to meet an |- 
emergency and so fit into no 
established government depart- 
ment. She said their mandatory 
powers should be withdrawn as 
soon as the military situation 
warrants to insure return to free 
collective bargaining between la- 
bor and man t.

Col. Waterman. also scouted re- 
ports of intfaservice fusses in the 
Pacific with thé flat statement 
that Marines, Army and Navy 
work together like the well-trained 
team they are. 

A native of New York, Col. Wa- 


terman was gratiuated from the. 
‘bomb hit nine feet away. 


U. S. Naval Academy in 1925 and 
since has served cver America and 
the Pacific as a Marine officer. 
He reached Atlanta along with 
‘his Annapolis ticket for the Tech-

First Marine Division, Col. Water-

transport officer for the First 
Marine Amphibious Corps (now 
the Third Corps). where he was 
a member of the Army-Navy- 
Marine committee on motor trans- 
port which produced “real co-oper- 
ation.” He later. went into Bou- 
gainville with the Third Marine 
Division in November, 1943. 
TRANSPORT SPECIALIST 

Long a specialist in military 
motor transport, Col. Waterman 
and his men made many innova- 
tions on Guadalcanal during the 
first supply-shy months of that 
campaign. They took over many 
Jap trucks, but found that they 
were “fair-weather vehicles,” for 
when the gooey mud of Guadal- 
canal hit the Nip trucks with 
rear-wheel drive only, they stuck, 
and stayed stuck until the rains 
ended. 

“American mechanized equip- 
ment beats the Japs’ stuff three- 
to-one.” he declared. “Ours is 
built to use and lest, while theirs 
can’t take it. Their tanks are just 
so much tin compared to ours.” 

They experimerted with cap- 
tured Jap gasolin2?, when theirs 
was rationed by ia shortage of 
shipping space, ahd found that 
they could operate trucks on a 
mixture of Jap aviation gas, ‘which 
was too poor for‘our planes or 
tanks, and Jap trick gas, which 
lacked the octane-ontent for use 
in our trucks. . 

“All American boys are born 
mechanics,” he explained. “So 
every unit tried to repair and use 
the Jap trucks they captured. | 
They didn’t know how dirty Jap 
gasoline was, so the strainers gave 
them trouble every time.” 

During these 137 air raids on 
Guadalcanal,’ Col. Waterman had 
casualties—to his vehicles.

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ME GHOST, LOOK AT THE BIRDIE, NOW! 


Robot Camera Snaps the Invisible 
Th Just One Millionth of a Second 


By HOWARD W. . BLAKESLEE. | The 


NEW EW YORK. x Oct 21.—A new 
robot which. photographs the in- 
visible, and makes a picture of 
such things as the wave of heat 
rising from a human hand, and 
which would, the makers say, 

photograph a ghost, Was announc- 
ed to the Optical Society of Amer- 
ica here today. 

The report was made by Nor- 
man F. Barnes and S. Lawrence 
Bellinger of the General Electric 
Company. 

The new thing which makes 
the photographic miracles possible 
is an electronic timing tube. Air 
itself becomes visible if the photo 
flash is brief enough. 

This tube takés a picture in one- 
millionth of aisecond. It pro- 
duces the flash'and at the same 
time regulates the exposure time. 


picture is taken so fast, the 
report declared, that the light 
from the flash bulb has time to 
travel only 1,000 feet before the 
picture is over. 

Light’s speed is 186,000 miles 
per second. Actually the photo 
is taken in much less time than 
that of the 1,000-foot journey of 
the flash. If there were a tele- 
photo lens on the apparatus trying 
to take a picture a couple Of 
blocks away, the light couldn't 
get there quickly enough. 

The pictures of invisible air 
in motion are taken in two ways. 
If a lot of air is photographed, 
the method is shadowgraph. This 
air will cast an ever-so-faint 
shadow, which the fast camera 


photographs. 

But if the amount of air is| 
slight, Mke the breath from hu- 
man nostrils, then a different sys- | 


tem must be used. There isn’t 


enough shadow. But there is a 


difference in the density and tem- 
perature of the air coming from 
the nostrils. 

A method called the Schlieren 
system will make such air changes 
visible to a photographic plate. 
This method requires a special 
optical system. 


The result is a peculiar looking 
blur on the photo, a blur which 
on close examination is seen to 
be a tangle of the differing air 
currents moving in the nostril 
breath. 


The new robot is of military 
use in analyzing the shock and 
turbulence around a gun muzzle. 
It probably will be useful in solv- 
ing, problems of airplane design 
and in many other industrial 
fields. .

LAGRANGE, Ga., Oct. 21.—Servicemen’s wives and babies will 


not be neglected here. 


LaGrange citizens promise that. 


Yet the City-County hospital has failed to co-operate in the gov- 
ernment’s emergency maternity and infant care program, and only 
a slight minority of practicing physicians here are willing ta par- 
ticipate in the! special-rate treatment. 


The local hospital, built in 1937 
with $200,000 raised by LaGrange 
and Tréup citizens, today has its 
problem of insufficient beds and a 
short staff of nurses and other per- 
sonnel. Miss May Whitlow, super- 
intendent, cites these as the two 
major reasons why this hospital is 
not listed among the 100 Georgia 
hospitals mow extending govern- 
ment-financed care to wives of en- 

Two physicians here claimed 
that the program is an “inching up 
of socialized rmbedicine” and said 
the $40 physician’s rate in Georgia 
under EMIC regulations was “ia- 
pufficient’” when their normal fees 
amount to $60 to $100. 
STRATEGIC CENTER ° 

LaGrange is one of the 13 stra- 
tegic Georgia centers which has 
failed to co-operate in the year-old 

rogram that already has bene- 
ited 9,000 mothers of this state, 
health authorities revealed in At- 
lanta yesterday. 

LaGrange has her reason for not 
accepting the program, as was 
pointed out by a representative 
cross-section of -the local medical 
circle. State Health Department 
officials, interested in seeing the 
program -wide, announced 
their interpretation of the service 
wives’ benefits... 

“The Georgia Departrnent of 
Public Health ¢annot assure that 
physicians in sufficient, numbers 
will accept cases under this plan 
because the fees allowed are not 
consistent with usual charges for 
services provided,” Officials said

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Sightless Man 


That is the story of Dean Wil- 
son, 30, who lives at 571 Capitol 
avenue. Thais also the story of 
many other blind Georgians who 
are being trained and placed on 
war jobs by the State Vocational 
Rehabilitation Department, 

Dean, a native of Hazlehurst 
and a graduate of the Geargia 
Academy for the Blind, at Macon, 
in 1941, is employed in an Atlanta 
furniture store. 

“Piano tuners are scarce now, 
with a war on,” Wilson said. “In 
peacetime there will be new pi- 
anos on the market, and there will 
be many piano tuners looking for 
work. I wanted to try some oth- 
er kind of work, something which 
has a better future.” 
MACHINIST JOB WAITS 

So.Wilson enrolled in machine 
shop practice at Fulton Aircraft 
Training Center, on Central Ave- 
nue, last July. Now he is complet- 
ing his course and already has a 
machinist job awaiting him. 

Were you to visit the school, you 
would be surprised to see the in- 
dependence and assurance this 
blind person has. He comes to 
school unassisted, He walks down 
an aisle between machines, up a 
flight of about 15 steps to his lock- 
er, gets out the tools, adjusts his 
lathe and operates it. 

He “reads” the micrometer by 
feeling the notches on the barrel 
and counting the number of turns. 

Wilson is one of 53 blind per- 
sons trained and placed by the vo- 
cational rehabilitation division 
last July. These persons are earn- 
ing $6,890 a month, or an average 
of $130. “Wages range from $75 
to $250 per month. 

Blind persons, trained by the 
vocational division, are holding 
down a wide variety of jobs—all 
contributing to the war effort. 
They are doing their particular 


cases more efficiently—than their 
fellow workers who can see, their 
employers say. Down at Mill- 
edgeville the other day, the fuse 
plant awarded blind Chalmers 
Pritchard, an inspector, a prize 
for his suggestion on how to im- 
prove the efficiency of his depart- 
ment. 

Over at Columbus, blind John 
Mullenix is a “quill skinner.” He

An Eighth Air Force Liberator

LONDON, Oct. 21.—(UP)— 
Some 250 Italy-based American 
heavy bombers, co-operating with 
Russian armies driving on Buda- 
pest, bombed the Gyor and Szom- 
bathely railyards in western Hun- 
gary today, while RAF Lancasters 
blasted German gun positions 
around Vlissingen (Flushing), Hol- 
land in support of Allied forces on 
the approaches to Antwerp, 

Rome dispatches ‘said that anti-. 
aircraft fire but no German fight- 
ers met the U, S. Liberators at 
Gyor, 66 miles northwest of Buda- 
pest, and at Szomabathely, 115 
miles west. Rail lines through the 
cities are western supply arteries 
for the Axis defenders of Buda- 
pest. Preliminary reports indi- 
cated good bombing results. 

Escorting American fighters 
strafed ground targets as far north 
as the border of Czechoslovakia, 
40 miles beyond Budapest. The 
airfield at Szombathely was at- 
tacked last night. 

The RAF Lancasters directed 
their bombs against German 105- 
mm, guns nested in cupolas or 
casemates along the south shore 
of Walcheran island. The guns 
have been firing on Canadian 
troops advancing on Breskens. 

Reports from the American 
Third Army front said that Amer- 
ican Thunderbolt fighter-bombers, 
in a small-scale dam-breaking op- 
eration, cracked the earthen dam 
at Lake Etang de Lindre, north- 
east of Nancy, and flooded the 
German-held town of Dieuze. 

Pilots reported two feet of 
water covered the streets of 
Dieuze, a tank and supply concen- 
tration point for German ‘armies 
opposing Gen, Patton’s forces. A 
50-foot breach was blown in the 
dam by 24 Thunderbolts, each car- 
rying two 1,000-pound bombs.

Agricultural production 
has reached new high levels through the 
hard work of our farm people. In achiev- 
ing the production of more than one-third 
more food than in the prewar period, our 
farmers Have had to overcome the handi- 
cap of shortages of labor and farm machin- 
ery. Our farm working population has 
been diverted to war jobs in jndustry and 
to the armed forces to the extent of more 
than 4,000,000 workers.” ; 


The overworked farmer has, in short, 
done an excellent job. Both the adminis- 
tration and the people are aware of it. And 
the latter are Fappy that the former is ex- 
pressing the nation’s appreciation in such 
concrete fashion.

The Winner, and 
The Next President— 


Two weeks from Tuesday the American people 
ie will elect a president and vice president. It is 
er as the highest office within the gift, of the people 

and it is an office peculiarly American. It is an institution that 
has been shaped by our history and it is en office which must. be 
judged by its response to American needs. 

Whatever the intention of the founders, the history of the country 
has molded it in ways they could not foresee. It cannot be too 
often remembered that the founders of the constitution were work- 
ing in an entirely agricultural society. The consequences of the 
industrial revolution and the coming of the steam and gasoline 
engines could not be even dimly realized. 

Anyone reading the proceedings of the Philadelphia convention 
is struck with the many precautions taken against the creation 
of a presidential office which should lend the color of its personality 
to the scheme of government, At every point the limits of opera- 
tions were narrowly set. 

Congress was given complete authority to ‘check and defy, if it 
wishes, the President. Yet the makers of the constitution so ar- 
ranged it that the President is the only person responsibly charged 
with thinking and planning in terms of*the whole nation. Yet he 
has no way, save through support given him willingly in congress, 
to see that his plans and thinking are carried out. Congress always 
is, if it desires, master of the President. 

Even our strong presidents have met with this fact. Woodrow 
Wilson, Theodore Roosevelt, Frankling D. Roosevelt, to name three, 
were each rebufféd by congress on more than one occasion. 

It is not possible for the United States to have a dictator as 
President. The checks and balances of the constitution, the great 
power of congress, make it impossible. 


The people choose the President. / 

Waste Foreign observers, who do not understand our politics, 

have complained with some justice that we have wasted 
many of our good men, The immense experience gained from the 
tenure of such an office has been utilized in public life by only one 
ex-President. That was the brief senatorial service by Andrew 
Johnson and that was of little importance. ; 

It is this experience in office which weighs both for and against 
Mr. Roosevelt, who on two weeks from Tuesday may become Presi- 
dent for a fourth term. 

The Republican party clamors, “It is time for a change.” 

The Democratic party points with pride to the fact that Mr. 
Roosevelt has a continuity of experience in handling the war and 
that to remove him from office, when England and Russia will keep 
Churchill and Stalin in office, would be very wasteful and unwise, 

There are, indeed, many Democrats who would not support Mr. 
Roosevelt were it not for the belief that he is the,man most able 
to direct the nation through the war and then build on victory a 
certain, enduring peace. 

These Democrats do not like all of Mr. Roosevelt’s domestic 
policy, but they know, truthfully, that the nation can recover from 
any domestic errors which have been made, or will be made, and 
it might not recover from another tragic blunder in the international 


field.’ 
Who'll Win? There is a very real confusion among the most 

: experienced political experts with regard this 
election. The soldier vote, the aggressive and skillful Dewey cam- 
paign, the fact that the Republican party has governors and state 
machines in more than 30 states; the disaffection of middle western 
farmers, all are factors which are not possible to measure with 
accuracy. 

From what I have been able to find by a week of writing, tele- 
phoning and telegraphing, I have learned the Democratic managers 
feel that the Roosevelt campaign improved enormously in the past 
two weeks. 

They now. are confident of carrying New Vork state and they 
believe they have a slight edge in Pennsylvania. Michigan, Missouri 
and Ohio, where they have fighting chances, are being worked 
wy Illinois looks good for Roosevelt. New Jersey is re- 
ported “improving.” California is “sure.” 

One encouraging feature is that Democratic campaign funds are 
coming in more freely. The Republicans, and this hardly seems 
possible, report that some of their largest contributors are becoming 
timid. 

The Democrats believe that ‘Mr. Roosevelt’s three or four 
speeches will be all that is needed to give him a victory equivalent 
to that scored over Wendell Willkie. 

Republicans might be encouraged by this as Willkie, while badly 
defeated, really ran a very close race. He received more than 
22,000,000 votes, which was the best any Republican had ever done, 
and the results in many states were very close, 

Nevertheless, at this writing, 16 days before the election, it does 
look as if Mr. Roosevelt wi}l be chosen by the people as their next 
President.

November 7 will be election day in a few 

Georgia counties—the Democratic primary and 

Georgia’s normal Democratic status notwith- 

standing.

Owing to her great shipping 
losses she is now desperately try- 
ing to accelerate production of the 
deposits near home and alleviate 
her problems of trained manpower 
and a serious machine shortage in 
the colonies. 

The sons of Nippon, it must al- 
ways be remembered, believe the 
Deity rests only in the person of 
their emperor. Accordingly, they 
die with that same fanatical zeal 
in the service of their emperor as 
the early Christians died in the 
Catacombs. If they die in battle, 
or commit hari kiri on the war 
fronts, that alone is their ticket to 
heaven—and immortality. That, of 
course, is one reason why, al- 
though in Europe we have taken 
many hundreds of thousands of 
prisoners of war, we have only a 
handful—several hundred at most

NEW YORK—Several campaign

Administrative 
law, through the Federal Trade 

on, determines various 
trade practices within the indus- 
tries. Administrative law, through 
the OPA and other departments, 
reguiates what food you may buy 
and what you may pay for it. Con- 
current with the phenomenal 
growth in this field of law, there 
has been a sudden decrease in 
the number of lawyers.”

At 1 o'clock she 
could go to work in the cotton 
mills, but only if she had a “re 
lease” from her most recent em- 
ployer. She had been resting, it 
appeared, ever since she returned 


from her visit north. 


Miss Sarah was serving diligent- 
ly with a committee to obtain of- 
ficers for the missionary society, 
but at last she was reached by 
telephone (at 12:15), and we told 
her of Lizzie’s dilernma. “What 
have I got to do with Lizzie?” she 
demanded. “Lizzie walked out of 
my house last March and I haven’t 
seen her since. She can work 
wherever she likes or not work.” 


Miss Sarah was on the point of 
saying other things when she re 
called that she was attending to 
church business. We explained 
gently that the WMC had been 
quite firm about Lizzie’s having a 
release; she was now going to be 
engaged in war work and, there- 
fore, she must be cleared. For 
the tire cord industry nas become 
one of the most essential of the en- 
tire war program and has a priori- 
ty rating above shipbuilding. It 
is because of the cord factories 
and mica mines that the War Man- 
power Commission now guides 
the destinies of job seekers in

Through the portals of the U. S. 
Employment Service must pass 
every person who gives up an old 
job or accepts a new one in those 
three counties. I had watched the 
crowds coming into the office at 
Savannah, It was a busy.place, 
that office on Bull street, but you 
expected that in a city of Savan- 
nah’s size and importance. Was 
there, though, any necessity for 
such measures in the Thomaston 
office? 


“Yes,” said Mr. Owen J. Adams, 
the manager. “We need about 
1,500 workers in Upson county 
alone, and I don’t know where we 
are to get them; 750 are needed 
in one mill; we could use hundreds 
in the mica mines. A good many 

rsons still have the idea that the 

. S. Employment Service is a 
place where you go to get a cook 
or a yardman. f course, cooks 
do come here, chiefly to ask for 
mill jobs; if, however, they want 
to continue cooking, they are as- 
signed to women who work in 
the mills. But that’s only a small 
part of what we do. Keep your 
@ars open and you'll hear the in- 
terviewers at work.” 


- There was Grady, aged 16, who 
was making $21 a week as a mill 
sweeper but that wasn’t enough 
money, he wanted to work in a 
Savannah shipyard. “Sorry, Grady, 
but your request is denied. Tire 
cord has top priority now.” 

Willie Lee, colored, also 16, was 
going to work in a bakery; that 
one was easy, for she had had 
no previous job. 

But here is a returned service- 
man being interviewed by Henry 
Searcy, and now you begin to see 
what the U. S. government does 
for its veterans. There are books 
showing the relation of military 
and civilian jobs; if the sailor was 
a boatswain’s mate, he is prob- 
ably qualified to work as a rigger, 
drill operator, etc. It has all n 
worked out carefully in Washing: 
ton, along with medical informa- 
tion. If the man was released for 
certain disabilities, then he should 
be given. work of a specified kind, 
not too heavy, not too confining. 

Of course, war jobs are suggest- 
ed wherever the man is able to 
do such work, but acceptance is

not compulsory. The serviceman 
may be a florist or a chiropractor 
if that is what he wants. There 
are loans which can be arranged 
for improving property or’ open- 
ing a business. There is, also, serv- 
icemen’s readjustment allowance, 
but Mr. Adams: has had only one 
request, so far, for that. Such 
compensation is no “racket”; the 
records are carefully checked, and 
the compensation cut off if the 
man is a malingerer.

Dewey Gains 
Farm Favor

PRINCETON, N. Jj.—During the 
political campaigning of Septem- 
ber and October to date, Thomas 
E. Dewey has strengthened his 
position with farm voters in the 
middle west, and with voters in 
the unskilled laboring class, a 
large number of whom are non- 
union. 

Franklin D. Roosevelt, on the 
other hand, has increased his pop- 
ularity slightly among the skilled 
workers throughout the country, 
who as a group form a large part 
of the membership of labor unions 
and among professional men and 
women. 

Those are the main conclusions 
to be drawn from the institute’s 
latest survey figures relating to 
occupation groups. Especially sig- 
nificant is the changed attitude to- 
ward Roosevelt among the un- 
skilled workers. 

Of all groubs in the voting pop- 
ulation, the unskill workmen 
were found to be the most in fa- 
vor of Roosevelt in the early days 
of the New Deal, having shown 
a vote as high as 81 per cent for 
the President in 1936. Today this 
group, which was the most pro- 
Roosevelt of any eight years ago, 
has shown \a defection from. the 
President second only to that of 
mid-west farmers. 

The following tables give the 
trend of sentiment by occupation 
groups. The first table shows the 
most recent trend—between early 
September and today. The second 
gives the long-range trend, dating 
back to 1936.

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Wanted: Optimism 


BY HENRIK KAUFFMAN 
Minister of Denmark to the United States 


The rest of the world will 
* need one of our best — and 
most American — qualities 


HAD a letter recently from a young 

Danish countess who has been doing air- 
raid-warden work in London. She wanted 
to tell me what a great help the Americans 
in London had been during the bombings. 
“People like these,” she said, “make one 
feel how much hope there is in the world in 
spite of everything.” 

This tired, battered; old world is looking 
to America for many things today. Food 
conferences, monetary conferences and all 
the other economic parleyings keep us con- 
stantly aware that America is rich and 
strong, and that much of the rest of the 
world is dependent on her for economic 
survival — not only for her direct physical 
assistance, but, even more, for her co-opera- 
tion, her leadership and her inspiration. 

I wonder how well Americans realize the 
need we have, and are going to have in the 
years ahead, for that American ability to 
“‘make one feel how much hope there is in 
the world in spite of everything.” 


Nor long ago, I was invited to an Amer- 
ican university to participate in a student 
conference on the problems of the postwar 
world. I don’t know how much those young 


Americans were benefited by what I had to . 


say; but I do know that they gave me a 
tremendous lift. I had only recently re- 
turned to America from overseas, and my 
mind was full of the problems which have 
so long plagued the world and brought us 
to war. From long and intimate knowledge 
of these problems, I knew just why this 
solution and that solution would never 
work. But by the time I left, the dif- 
ficulties seemed much less formidable — 
just because these young people were so 
earnestly confident that somehow we will 
arrive at the better world setup which 
will save mankind from future wars. 

Obviously, we must do away with war, 
or condemn coming generations to horrors 
that stagger the imagination. Robot bombs 
and rockets, as used in this war, merely 
hint at the fearful possibilities of the 
future, when whole cities, far from enemy 
installations, might be wiped out. 

Yet, if we are to do away with war, we 
must find other means of settling our 
We must manage to get along with one 
another, despite differences, prejudices, 
and smouldering hatreds. And it is so easy 
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to give that up as impossible — so dif- 
ficult to rise above pessimism, cynicism, 
and the defeatism that comes from a deep 
and full understanding of the complex 
problems involved. 

That is why the world so greatly needs 
that American spirit — call it ebullience, 
call it optimism, or call it faith — which 
gets “impossible” things done. - 
During this war we have seen men like 
Henry J. Kaiser confidently tackling — 
and completing—war projects which other 
men thought fantastic. You have done so 
many things of that sort in America that 


nobody is even surprised any longer. 


You went into the war itself with the 
same undoubting assurance. We of the 
other Allied countries clung always to a 
faith in eventual victory; we made our- 
selves have faith, bécause we were con- 
scious of the dark possibility of defeat. But 
as far as I could tell, the idea of defeat 
never entered the American mind, even 
when the war was running full tide against 
America and her allies. 

This attitude of mind often seems naive 
and unrealistic to other peoples. Perhaps 
sometimes, and in some measure, it is. I 
was talking just the other day, for in- 
stance, with a well-meaning woman who 
was as confident of a solution of the world’s 
problems as were those college students; 
in addition she had decided just what the 
solution was. I knew a dozen reasons why 
her solution would not work, and it was 
easy to puncture it with a single pointed 
question. “Oh,” she said, “I had never 
thought of that.” 

But, though her own solution was shat- 
tered, her faith in the ultimate goal was 
unshaken. ““Well,”’ she said, “I guess we'll 
just have to do it some other way.” 


Narve or not, that is the kind of faith 
that the world needs today — complete 
and undoubting faith that we can find the 
way to live peaceably together, no matter 
what flaws there may be in specific schemes 
for doing 80, no matter what seemingly 
unanswerable objections may be raised to 


proposals. 

Woodrow Wilson had that kind of faith 
a generation ago. I dare to believe that he 
would still have it today, if he were alive, 
despite the foundering of his own program 
on the rocks of cynicism and pessimism. 

The price of that pessimism has been an 
awful war. Today the world looks to 
America for new optimism — the Amer- 
ican kind of optimism that says, “It can be 
done,” and then pitches in and proves it.

He is General “Howlin’ Mad’? Smith, 
of the United States Marines. Maybe 
he looks harmless — but ask the Japs! 


ma his name and title are Lieutenant General 
Holland McTyeire Smith, USMC, Commander of Fleet 
Marine Force in the Pacific. But to some half million Marines 
he’s “Howlin’ Mad” Smith, a real soldier from head to foot. 
A paunchy, spectacled, bristle-mustached little man you might 


brimstone Marine’s idea of a parboiled general with an 
alternate twinkle and glint of steel in his mild blue eyes. 

To the tacticians at the War College ‘‘Howlin’ Mad” Smith 
is the “father of modern amphibious warfare,"” who fashioned 
brand-new weapons and tactics to win a brand-new war. His 
amphibious forces have taken all the islands from Guadalcanal 
to Guam for Uncle Sam. He’s rough, tough and thoroughly 
human. His creed is to get things done, and he’s sworn and 
fumed at anything or anybody that stood in his way. His 
cyclonic tactics have played havoc with the Japs, and, 
occasionally they have stirred up a hornet’s nest at home. But 
no one can deny that he played a large part in putting the 
U.S. into position for our attack on Japan proper. 


Wallace Beery im Action 


More than one correspondent, seeing the incongruous figure 
of a balding 62-year-old man in sloppy green jungle dress hop 
nimbly to a Jap-held beach with a carbine under his arm, 
shouting loud and profane comments, has thought he was see- 
ing Wallace Beery playing a Marine Corps general. “ Howlin’ 
Mad” is as colorful as that. And many say he’s as scientifically 
great a planner and strategist as any Allied commander in 


- this war. Marines everywhere love him and his legend 


and are quite prepared to justify his comment, made 
after Tarawa, that “‘it’s willingness to die” that wins 
the atolls and islands for Uncle Sam. 

Recently he became the second active three-star general in 
the Marines, a service:in which rank and honors come far 
harder than in the Army or Nayy. The only men who rank 
him in his own corps are Gen. Tommy Holcomb, retired 
Commandant of the Marine Corps, and Lt. Gen. A. A. 
Vandegrift, present Commandant. 

Within three days of the initial landings on Saipan, General 
Smith had established his headquarters in ruined Charan 
Kanoa. The town was still under intermittent Jap mortar and 
artillery fire, and the nearby front lines were even hotter. But 
Howlin’ Mad” spent most of every day appearing unexpect- 


edly in front-line positions to see what was going on. The 


sentry at one forward command post was particularly taken 
aback. He yelled to his sergeant, “‘Here’s a guy with three 
stars on his hat. Shall I let him in?” “‘Howlin’ Mad” chuckled 
and waited patiently for admission. 


He Leaped for a Foxhole 


Later, atop Mt. Tapotchau, highest peak of Saipan, General 
Smith climbed up to see our situation. We were supposed to 
have won the peak, but when the General arrived, a sudden 
mortar barrage came over. ““Howlin’ Mad” leaped for a fox- 
hole with the alacrity of one who has learned to respect 
explosives. After a couple of minutes in the wet, hot excavation 
he climbed to his feet, smiling sheepishly and mopping sweat 
from his forehead. “‘Hell,” said he, “‘this looks kind of silly for a 
general, doesn’t it?” When the next batch of mortar shells 
came over he stood fast with the rest of the Marines. 
General Smith’s Marine Corps career began, by accident, in 
1905. The accident was that there were no officer vacancies in 
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ACTION such as this at Tarawa is what ‘Howlin’ Mad’”’ Smith likes best. He came ashore while Jap bullets were still mowing down Marines on ail sides 


the Army. Smith was born at Seale, Alabama, and attended 
Alabama Polytechnic Institute and the University of Alabama. 
In Montgomery he quickly ‘became fed up with clerking in a 
law office. Armed with a letter to his Congressman, he headed 
for Washington. The legislator was helpful. ““Nothing doing 
in the Army,” he reported. “How about the Marines?” 

**What,”’ asked Holland Smith, “are the Marines?” 

It didn’t take him long to find out. He was commissioned a 
second lieutenant, and from there up to the years immediately 
preceding the present war, Holland Smith’s career was the 
sound, brave, rather typical one of a hard-working professional 
soldier. He was married in 1909 to Ada Wilkinson of Phoenix- 
ville, Pa. The Smiths’ only son is Lt. Cmdr. John Victor Smith 
of the Navy. He is aide to Adm. William D. Lealfy and the 
father of two children whom old “‘Howlin’ Mad”’ idolizes. 


An Order Is an Order 


Unauestioninc obedience, given and expected, has made 
Holland Smith a respected leader of men. His associates say 
that he is as reasonable as a man can be in discussing an order 
or a policy. But once the decision is made, the order is law. 
That goes whether Holland Smith is on the receiving or issuing 
end. An officer carrying his disapproval of a Smith order

Mad” earn his nickname. 

Neither the General himeelf, nor the aides and relatives who 
have-been closest to him, know just when and where his nick- 
name was tacked on. Somewhere in the Philippines he emerged 
as ““Howlin’ Mad.” He does not particularly object. But most 
Marines think it wiser not to use it to his face. 

The First World War took Capt. Holland Smith through the 
great battles that made Marine history: By 3918 he was 2 
major, beginning to pile up decorations which he wears only 
when dressed for the most formal occasions. 

Then the dry years set in for the Marines. Like the rest of 
our military forces,:they were thinned out and starved for 
funds and equipment. In 1939, with his country awakened to 
the menace of war and at last loosening the puree strings, 
Holland Smith was called to headquarters where he became 
assistant to his old friend, then Maj. Gen. Tommy Holcomb, 
Commandant of the Corps. 


The Alabama fighter was a gadfly in his boas’s and the 
Navy’s and Congress’s respective offices. He wanted money for 
new equipment and a chance to train men for what he knew 
was ahead. Together, Holcomb and Smith, backing each 
other to the hilt, gradually got what they knew the Marines 
needed. Along with the new equipment and methods, new 
blood poured in, and the Marine Corps skyrocketed toward its 
present strength of approximately 500,000. At one point 
General Smith sent the Commandant a list of generals he 


thought should be retired to give younger officers a chance. 
was Holland Smith.The Commandant . 


No. l on the list 
didn’t act on that one. 

Holland Smith has always taken an aggressive view of 
amphibious operations. With a few crumbs thrown his way 
he managed to create a single, trained Marine brigade which 
has since expanded its special knowledge into multiple sets of 
Army-Marine landing teams with victory written all over them. 

In 1939, General Smith started working with boatbuilder 
Andrew Jackson Higgins, of New Orleans, to create a fast, 
shallow-draft, sturdy landing boat. He experimented with a 
weird amphibious tractor built by Donald Roebling for use 
in the Florida Everglades. These experiments were part of a 
series that turned into today’s amphibious tank and the whole 
breed of landing craft which have carried our men ashore from 
Guadalcanal and Attu to Anzio and Normandy. 

He Gets Things Dene 
Late in 1940, “Howlin’ Mad” took his First Division to 
Cuba for training. They hacked their way ashore and built 
a city of their own in the jungle. For nearly six months 
General Smith, dressed in the rough bush clothes he likes best, 
worked hie men 12 hours a day. They cursed their officers, 
their chow and the fate that made them Marines. And they 
emerged the best amphibious fighters in the world. These men 
were the nucleus of the Aleutian and Solomon Islands landings. 

The Caribbean training period produced an example of 
General Smith's disregard for form in order to get things done. 
While the Marines were sweating to get their jungle quarters 
built, General Smith came across a first-class private who 
seemed to have a genuine knack for construction. The young- 
ster was put in charge of sergeants and even lieutenants on 


construction. The quarters were built — but fast and well. 

The Aleutian landings were largely an Army show. But it 
whipped the amphibious forces into shape for Attu and Kiska. 
He fumed and fretted because his job did not take him to the 
beaches with the troops. ““He’sa front line Charlie,” hismensay. 


His Men Leve Him 


Dwurinc South Pacific landings when he remains on the com- 
mand ship he shares with Adm. Kelly Turner, his Navy 
opposite number, he pops in and out of a map-filled staff room, 
chewing and chain-emoking cigars, and chain-talking a profane 
accompaniment to the smooth flow of landing craft shoreward. 
When the big battleships lay down their thunderous pre- 
paratory barrages, he may be heard to yell, ““That’s giving it 
to the ————s.” A good hit will have him slapping“the back 
of any officer in sight. A halt in the operation and he peers 
through his binoculars, cursing softly to himself. 

Those who live closest to Smith describe his concern for the 
lives of his men as almost spiritual. When losses have been 
heavy, “‘Howlin’ Mad” will recede into a deep sorrow that has 
done a good deal to make his men love him as they do. 

As soon as the beach is secure, General Smith heads for his, 
landing boat, usually carrying his own carbine. At Makin 
he came to one officer, obviously unbalanced by the horrible 
scenes he had been through. The youngster was madly firing 
at non-existent targets. General Smith gently depressed the 
lieutenant’s carbine. “Easy, sonny, or we'll have to take 
that gun away from you,” he said quietly. After a 
moment of incredulity the officer pulled himself to- 
gether and went back to his company an efficient fighter.

The Germans said it would never 
rise again. But they were wrong... 


IDICE, when the Nazis came, was a little coal-mining 
village in a Czechoslovakian valley. But Lidice 
refused to submit. Its people were suspected of helping _ 
the executioners of the hated Hangman Heydrich, So 
Lidice, the Germans said, would never more exist. 


“All male adults of the town were shot, while the 
women were placed in a concentration camp and chil- 
dren were intrusted to appropriate educational insti- 
tutions. The township was leveled to the ground.” 

But one thing that the Germans boasted of doing, 
they could not do. “The name of the community was 
extinguished,” they said. 

Once again the Germans had guessed wrong. For the 
name of Lidice became immortal.

Awp now Lidice is about to rise again. Once more, 
at will be a mining village, but it will be more than 
that, too. It will be a college town, to which Czechs 
will come for education from all over their country. 
And it will be a shrine, a place of pilgrimage. 

I have seen the new Lidice — not in masonry and 
timber, to be sure, but on paper and in plaster models. 
For it is right here in America — in a drafting room 
at the School of Architecture of Columbia University, 
in New York — that the plans are taking shape. 

A young Czechoslovakian architect, Robert Pod- 
zemny, is doing most of the work. Robert Podzemny 
remembers Lidice as a village about 20 miles from his 
home in Prague — a pleasant little cluster of homes 
along a little stream. But he was not at home in 
Prague when the Germans murdered Lidice: He was in 
America. He had come here as an architect to work 
on the Czechoslovakian Building at the New York 
World's Fair. Before Podzemny’s work was done, 
the Germans had stolen his country. 

So Robert Podzemny stayed in America, and pur- 
sued his studies in town planning at Columbia. When 
the American Friends of Greece asked the Columbia 
School of Architecture to plan two model towns. for 
devastated Greece, it was to Podzemny that Dean 
Leopold Arnaud assigned the jéb. And now. he is 

It will be a greater and better Lidice than ever 
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partly because British miners, in tribute to their 
murdered fellow-miners of Lidice, have dug down to 
raise funds for a fine technical school there. 

“The school will be called the Benes School, in 
honor of the President of Czechoslovakia,” Dean 
Arnaud told me. “It will be a national school, a higher 
institution of technical education: In addition, of 
course, there will be schools for resident children.” 

The Children Will Return 


Some day soon, perhaps, those children who were 
taken from Lidice by the Germans and consigned to 
“appropriate educational institutions” will be brought 
back home. | 
Their fathers, of course, will never come back; 
but some of the mothers — those who have survived 
in the concentration camp — may do so; and there 
can be little doubt that the modern new town of 
Lidice will draw all the new residents it needs. The 
Czechoslovakian government officials also expect that 
thousands of visitors will come to Lidice in the years 
ahead, and have specified that the. town shall be 
planned as a national shrine, as well as a workaday 
village. Plans include hotel accommodations for 
visitors, along with enough private homes and 
small apartment houses to take care of 1,500 — 
more than twice the prewar population. 
Almost the entire site of the original village, how- 
ever, will be made into a great memorial park. One 
building, old St. Martin's Church, will be rebuilt on its 
original site, as a memorial chapel; but the homes will 
be built on new ground. In the community center will 
be municipal buildings, library, the church, post 
office, theaters, shops. The new technical school will 
be just beyond the village on the road to Prague. 
Dean Arnaud and Mr. Podzemny think it quite 
likely that Lidice will become an even larger com- 
munity than now being planned — it would be an 
ideal commuting center for people who work in 
Prague. They may even commute by helicopter, for a 
helicopter landing field is a part of the plan. 


Skyway Crossroads of the World 


THe immediate reason for the heliport, however, is 
_to serve a great airport between Lidice and Prague. 
When Dr. Joseph J. Kalenda, head of the Czecho- 
slovakian Department of Public Works, asked Dean 
Arnaud and Mr. Podzemny to undertake the planning 
of Lidice, he asked them to provide plans for the 
enlargement of the nearby Prague airport to five times 
its present size. This will make it twice as big as 
LaGuardia Airport in New York. 

If this seems ambitious, it is because the Czecho- 
_slovakians fully expect the airport some day to be one 
of the great aif-crossroads of the world, situated as 
it is on such vital routes as those from New York and 
London to Moscow and other European points. 

When that day comes, perhaps you will remember

Well” is the one our wounded veterans in 
Army and Navy hospitals all over America 
have asked me to sing most often? 

The tune dates back almost to the last war, 
the lyrics are blatantly corny, and if there is 
one lesson I’ve learned in more than a year of 
singing and joking with our battle-wounded, 
hospitalized GI’s, it is that they do, fervently, 
want to get well. 

“I Can’t Kick!’’ 
Tuey laugh and kid about their battle scars, 
like the 22-year-old veteran of Tarawa who 
had given both his legs for his country. He 
was beating out the rhythm of the silly song 
on the arms.of his wheel chair when I asked 
him how he was getting along. 

“Oh,” he said with a quick smile, “I can’t 
kick!” 

That happened at Bushnell General Hospital 
in Brigham, Utah. I found the same spirit 
at Valley Forge, at St. Albans. wherever we 
went. ' 

The “Purple-Heart Circuit,” as we have 
affectionately dubbed our tour, can break 
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Eddie and singer Nora Martin ch 
with one of the wounded veterans 


your heart, or serve as the greatest source of 


inspiration in this war. I meant every word of 
what I said to’a radio interviewer who met 
our train at Wichita. 

“Don’t you agree that entertainment such 
as yours is fine for the wounded men’s 
morale?”” he asked me at the station. 


IT don’t know what we do for their morale,” 
I answered, “‘but I do know these men are a 
terrific shot in the arm for me.” 


The truth of that remark was to be evidenced 


best by the young veterans for whom the bat- 
tle was over, but for whom the war would 
never end . . . the lads with the missing limbs, 
the kids with the sightless eyes. Their cheer- 
fulness and spirit in the face of calamity set 
us an example nothing can ever erase. 

When victory comes, the world will gather 
at the peace table to shape the destinies of 
mankind for generations. But what about the 
destiny of the wounded veteran in the remain- 
ing years of his generation? What about GI 
Joe with the Purple Heart when he comes out 
John Doe with the wooden leg? That’s our

hospitals all over the country. You with your 
heart-warming gifts and messages, I with my 
songs and laughs. I’ve seen you hurrying to a 
night’s duty as a.volunteer nurse’s aide, when 
your regular day’s work was done.

As a reminder against the day when our 


~ resolve begins to slacken, recall this story. 


On February 14, 1944, they gave Pfc. 
Raymond Villeneuve the Distinguished Serv- 
ice Cross at Valley Forge Hospital for “extraor- 
ordinary heroism in action.” A year had 
passed since that action and Ray has 
earned another decoration — the kind 
they haven’t struck off as yet. But first, 
let me tell you how he won the D.S.C. 

Villeneuve was among those who made the 
initial landings on North Africa in November, 
1942. Then came El Guettar, where Rommel 
counterattacked against our untried troops. 
Ray was there, a runner for his rifle company, 
the 18-year-old American son of French- 
Canadian parents, who could interpret a little 
perlez-vous 


The Nazis, victorious veterans of French 
and Greek campaigns, poured their best 
panzer divisions into that valley, drove their 
tanks into our too-thinly spread men, and 
suddenly what had been a highway to victory 
became a trap. On his company’s right, 
Private Villeneuve saw a machine-gun crew 
forced to withdraw under intense enemy fire. 
He asked permission to man the gun. He and 
another soldier advanced to the gun under 
heavy fire from enemy artillery and grenades, 
and drove the Nazis from their position. 

Wounded In Action 


Tuen, with complete disregard for their 
own safety, they picked up the machine gun 
and moved it to a slight rise where they could 
continue to fire on the enemy. The citation - 
Private Villeneuve received said that this 
action was mainly responsible for repulsing 
the attack. 

But — also in this action — Pvt. Raymond 
Villeneuve was wounded by a burst of artillery 
fire which destroyed completely the sight of 
both his eyes.
